St. Petersburg, July !0.—Although ten 
days have elapsed since Russia inform- 
ed President Roosevelt of her willingness 
to conclude an armistice pending the re- 
sult of the Washington conference. Ja- 
pan, so far as known to the Russtan 
government, has not deigned to reply te 
the president’s communication. When 
the question of an armistice was first 
by the president, it is un.ler- 
stoi that Japan indkated that ;she 
would decline to agree to a suspension of 
hostilities until the plenipotentiaries met. 
Russia agreed in principle to this, as a 
basis for the negotiation. 

Since then the Russian government 
feels that it has given ample proof of 
its desire to conclude peace and it is 
possible it may go a step further. Sut 
the impression here is that now that 
the Japanese have made a descent on 
the Island of Sakhalin, they are Jeter- 
to get the island firmly in their 
grasp before the negotiations begin 

This is an easy task, as the small Rus- 
sian force on the island ig no position 
to contest its occupation. In addition 
to. marines and infantry, 
landed artillery and cavalry. The latter 
are moving rapidly north. The presump- 
tion here is that the Russia troops will 
clear out without fighting, crossed to 
Alexandrovsk, on the mainland.

COMMISSION MEMBERS HERE. 


Clements and Cockrell Hear Evidence 
in Reference to Private 
Car Lines. 

‘Transportation of freight by common 
carriers in cars not owned by said car- 
riers,” was under consideration by 
interstate commerce commission, Hon. 
Judson C, Clements, of Georgia, and Hon, 
Frank M. Cockrell, of Missouri, acting in 
the federal building yesterday morning 
and afternoon. 

The inquiry now being made by the 
commission is self instituted, there being 
no designated complainant. But for a 
long time the private car system, as it is 
frequently termed, has been before the 
public. The commission yesterday sought 
to learn something of rates in vogue 
touching fruits and vegetables and otner 
perishable stuff shipped from the south, 


especially when the shipments are made}, ater he came tO my store and I asked} 


in private line cars. It appears from in- 
formation obtainable that the shipments 
indicated call for a rate of eighty-one 
cents on the hundred pounds and that— 
to illustrate—if an Armour car is used an 
additional dharge of seventy dollars a 
car is made for -iceing that car. The 
rate of eighty-one cents may be an 
equitable one, but the refrigerating pro- 
eess is by some ‘declared to be exor- 
bitant, as the paeking does not cost 
much in excess Of thirty dollars, it is 
claimed. The private line car comes south 
loaded with the products of the Owners, 
and for its rail riding the railroad ocm- 
pany has a contract very similar to the 
Pullman contract. Then, as the car re- 
turns ijoaded with perishable stuff, a rate 
of eighty-one cents is charged, and to 
that is added the cost of packing the ice 
for the preservation of the perishable 
material. 

The same conditions obtain in the far 
west, on the slope where great quanti- 
ties of fruits, vegetables and perishable 
stuffs are raised. If there is only one 
line handy for the shipper, he has but 
one rate to which the refrigerating pro- 
cess is added. But if he has competing 
lines ihe may have the benefit of compe- 
titive prices. But as a rule it is only 
one private car line with which the ship- 
per has to deal. 

The interstate commission of its own 
volition began this line of inquiry a long 
time ago, and is yet working on it.
